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Thus the fire of rage then burning contempt out ofhis breſt,did burſt forth in Here this 
flames through his eyes,& in ſmoake from his mouth: ſo that hee was returning __ 
with a terrible madneſle [all the ſtrength of his whole body transferred to the beths = 
one hand for a {ingular ſcruice) which the reſolute Zelare did earneſtly obſerue hour, is 
with a prouidently all-deſpiling courage, whileſt the cares of 4nnaxims were ſud- _— 

denly arreſted by a ſound ; whereof they were onely capable, which (lince in [ixondor. 
conſort with his owne humonur)could onely of him with autboritie haue chal- 

lenged a due attendance : ſtraight a martiall noyſe (rayſcd by the violence 

of Inuaders,and diſtratednelle of orhers,dreadfully rumulrvous)giuing him in- 

relligence what a bloudy Scene was ating without inthe Court of the Cattle, 

where he was expected as a ſpeciall Ator, Though his eyc(as harbinger of his 

blow)had already marked the roome where his bended arme threatned to lodge 
| it; yet his feer did ſo ſuddenly rauiſh away the reſt of his body,that even hisown 

thoughts (much more Zelmayes) were prevented by the luddennes of bis flight: 

aflight indecd , not from the fighting with one, but to the fighting with many ; 

where he did looke for an obrect worthy of the wrath of 4n#ax:zs. So that vani- 

ſhing away,as carricd ina cloud of whirle- wind, Ze/mane cirher could not,orelſe 

would nor, reach him - as diſdaining the baſe aduantage of thoſe diſhonourable 

wounds ; which,though greatelt ſhameto the flying recciuer, can giue noglorie 

tothe vnreſiſted giucr. 

T he impetuous ſtormethat tranſported che ſpirit of Anzexims, had quickly 

blowne him downethe ſtaires, and vp the doorc: his ſword vſhering his way,rill 

his eyes were encountred with the beames of the lightning weapons of a ſmall 

number;which rather (cemed (urpriſed wichin the Caſtle,then to haue ſurpriſed 

the Cattle, Yet they had ſpeedily purchaſed a great roome for ſo ſmall acompa- 

nic, challenging as their owneall the boundsthat their ſwords could compaſle : 

and in effe& their enemies prooued their ftewnelle many; reckoning the blacke 

Knight and his ſeconds (as ciphers are eſtcemed when valued by others, ouer 

which they arc rayſcd) not forthe number which indeed they were, but forthe 

number which they were worth. Thoſe three were quickly knowneby their 

wonted armes, but more by their wonted valour. The Court had beene a fit- 

terliſts for two, then a ficld for ſo many: where the narrownes of the place, not 

gluing place to (light, there was no way but by plaine force ; ſo that thegreateſt 

cowards were as forward as the moſt couragious, feare makingthem bold, who 

law no refuge but by fighting: which made the conflict exceeding cruel,either of 

the parties hauing more ſpurres then one to draw bloud. 

The Amphialians, beſides their rage for being abuſed by an ynexpeRed ſtra- 
tagem,and their deſire to defend the place, being bound bath by priuart intereſt 

and publike vowes: they had added turther,ro make vp the accompliſhment ofa 

tuſt wrath,the meanes of rcuenge (as they thought) on their Maſters murtherers 

looking no otherwiſe on the black knight, then as on him who:had buried al their 

hopes in the ruine of Amphialus, whereof, to their further griefe, they had beene 

idle witneſſes. All this made them deſperately endeuour, that the eyes of 4#- 

»axius might be entertained with their viRorie, beforc his cares could be burde- 

ned with their error.Chiefly at his comming,thoſe of his own train kindled their 

courage at the Torches of his eyes, prodigious Comets of a deluge of bloud. As 

forthe purſucd purſuers, like thoſe, who landing to make warre in an Iland, burn 


the ſhips which brought them thither , by the impoſſibilitie of GN to 
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ſhew the deſperate neceſhitie of their viſtorie ; they were aſſured they could nei. 
thet aduance norretire, but ouer the bellies of their enemies, Yet were they nor 
ſo deſperate of their retreat, as confident of their vitorie. The blacke Knight, 
though all the Giants that fought againſt thegods bad beene there, hee thought 
they could not hinder him from going where his heart was alreadic, nor from 
preuailing where the prize was, the deliueric of his Lady,and Friend, Thedouble 
treaſures of his ſoule 5 whereofany was valued aboue his litc, yea both were bal. 
Janced with his honour ſo that he did ſhew, notonly the height of valour, but 4 
rauiſhing of his ſoule,anda tranſportation of magnanimirie, farre from theleuel] 
of ordinarie aymes, and cuen ſcarce within the proſpe&tof more loftie thoughts, 
Yet neither loue nor courage could blinde his iudgement, in ſeeing his aduan- 
tage: marching with his companie ever next the wall,to prevent the being com- 

paſſed; though ſometimes making braue ſallies. Which Annaxizs at his firſt 

approch eſpying,vpbraided his owne troupe,as vnworthy of his attendance,and 

all as traytors in receuing , or daſtards in not expclling that (in his eycs) con- 

remned crue : oftentimes vrging them by their retiring to make way for him, 

and hee alone would cither beat them ouer the walles, or in the walles. For the 

truth is, they ſeemedall too ſmall a ſacrifice to appeaſe his high indignation. Tt 

was a ſuperfluous labour for Ae&o to inflame his foule with poyſonous inſpira- 

tions: for his ſoule might haue furniſhed all thc injernall fories with furie, and 

yet have continued the molt furious of all it ſelte. Rage and diſdaine, burning his 

boſome , made him vtter a roring voice, as if his breath had beene able to have 

blowne away the world ; which, for the ſound that his ſword made, could not 

diftinaly be vnderftood. , 

The firſt whom heencountred, lifting his hand to ſtrike, and withall opening 
his mouth, asif intending ſome ſpeech : his propoſition was preucnted by ana- 
Aive anſwer; cutting him from the lips tothe cares, ſo by opening his mouthre- 
raining his ſpecch. The Knight of the Sheepe ſucceeding in his place {a vin- 
diftiue heire) was exchanging blows with Anraxius with nodiſaduantage: when 
ſuddenly a dart (none knew to whoſe hand the honour of jt was duc) did 
wound him inthe thigh ; which hee (donbtfnll to whom hee ſtood debtor) did 
pay backe to many /an extraordinary intereſt) with the death of ſome one 
firiviag todefray every drop of his bloud. 

. Theblacke Knight, blacke indeedeto all his aducrfarics, when viewing the 
wonderfull valour of Az»axiz«(with whom then rivalls in fame he entertained 
terrible emulation) what bred terrourin others, bred him contentment; that his 
conqueſt, whereof heneucr doubted, might be endeered by thedifficultic, and 
his vitoric be honoured by ſo honourable an enemic; with whom, aboueall 0: 
thers, he laboured to mcete; by the ruine of many,making a roome wherethey 
might fight. 

But in the mcane time the torrent of the violence of 4»naxius was interrup- 
ted by a ſuddentumult ; ſeeming to proceed from an ambuſhment broken forth 
from the houſes behind them. And no wonder though all thought ſo : the two 
ſwords of Zelmane being riotous in their charges, were ſocouctous to extend 
their confines, Shee following, or rather asa Faulcon, in an earneſt chaſe flying 
downethe ftayres after him, did not overtake Annaxim but with her eyes, til] he 
was walled about with the armed multitade: and then, like a Lionefſe lately en- 
larged, that had becne long famiſhed in priſon, ſhee ranged ouer all for her prey. 

But 
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But yet like a cunning Hound, that out of a whole heard of Deere doth on! yſin- 
le him out, with whom thee had entred firſt in hoſlilitic (alittle droppe of tis 


bloud haning betraicd all the reſt ) ſhee diſdained ro fight with any other; bur 


would bee reſiſted by none, till ſhce might vnbend all her forces on 4#naxiz. 
Whoſe ſight as ſoone as her cies had greedily ſwallowed, ſhe burſt forth : Baſe 
daftard, who haſt abuſed the world with ſhaddowes of worth, yet art void of all 
valour, hauing doubly forfeited thy vſurped titleof honour, in oftering iniuri- 
ous violence toa woman, and yet flying the iuſt violence of a woman,to hide thy 
ſelfe (being proteQted by anothers ſhie]d) where the ſufficiencie of others may 
conceale thy cowardice. Butall this ſhall not defraud my wrath, nor preuene 
thy puniſhment, | 

Amnvexius, more troubled with thoſe words,then if all the ſwords ofthe ene- 
mies had lighted vpon him(who for the higheſt of all his wiſhes, would haue but 
wiſhed her a man, yea anarmy of men) looked ouer his ſhoulder with an eye 
burning with diſdaine, as ifone of his lookes might haue ſerued to conſume a 


| woman : and at the fame inſtant (vttering his rage another way) witha blow 


worthie of his arme, hce did cleaue one before him through the helmerto the 
ſhoulders ; making him ſo, by being two-headed, headles. But ſeeing Zelmane 
preaſe necre him : though he hoped for no honour from her, yet toprevent dil- 
honor from her,he commanded Armagines his Nephew(a youth of great valour) 
to take thoſe foolith fellowes priſoners, who durſ aduenture within that Caſtle 
without his leaue, and to ſhutall the gates, thar noncofthem might eſcape; and 
therewith whirling abour, and caſting a ſideward looke on Zelmaxe,made an im- 
perious ſigne with a threatning allurement (adiſinuiting inuiting of hcr) to fol- 
low:which ſhe performed with a countenance witneffing as great contentinent, 
ascuer Yeu did to meet with Mars; Mars & Venus at that ſame time hauing mer 
within her minde, to make,though a leſſelouing, yet a more martiall meeting. 

Thecloudsof people in their way, were quickly diſperſed by the tempettu- 
ous breath of An»ax7/4, ſo that they had no hinderance : he being feared of all, 
and hc hated of none. Neither was their ſolitarie retiring, in reſpe of their dit- 
ferent ſeeming ſex, ſuſpitiouſly cenſured by any: the diſdainfulneſle of their 
countenance bearing witneſle, that they were led by hate to honour, and not by 
loue to the contrary. 

The place appointed by fortunero be famous by the famouſnes of this com- 
bat, was a backe court : which they found ont at that time empticd of Inhabi- 
tants; the tronger being gone to purſue others,and the weaker run to hide them- 
ſelyes: mediocritic being no more a vertue, where all was at height, to make cx- 
cellencie eminent in extremitie, | 

They twocame herealone, for they would haue no ſeconds,or rather were ſo 
farre firft as they could haue no ſeconds: and every one ofthem being confident 
in his owne worth, could not miſtruſt anothers. As if words had been too weake 
Meſſengers of their wrath, and ſwords onely worthy to vtter their mindes; they 
began with that wherewith they hoped to end; none of them now could flatter 
himſelfe ſo farre againit the proofe of his owne experienced knowledge, as to 
contemne his fellow. 

Annaxius at the firſt, rioting in rage, and burning with a voluptuous appetite 
of bloud,did abandon his hands to their accuſtomed prodigalitie, which, contra- 


rieto the nature of that vice, was prciudiciall te the receiuer, and PR 
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forthe ſpetnder. But Zelmane well weighing with whom ſhee hadtodeale, was 
more waricin her charges: and circumſpetly mannaging the treaſure of her 
ſtrength, would notidlely beſtow it, but was liberall when occaſion offred. Itwas 
hard co ſay,whether the one was more franke,or the other more thankful]: the 
guerdon neuer deferred; oft preuenting the gift aboue the deſire of the recciuer, 
yet ſhort of the giuers minde. T heir thought, eye, hand, and foot ſecmed chai. 
ned to one motion; as all being tuned by violence, to make vp a harmonie in hor- 
ror. Neuer was courage better ſupported: by skill and ſtrength, nor skill and 
ftrength better accompanied by courage : the blowes of cucry one of them ſee. 
med not onely to ſtrive with the others, but even amongſt themlſelues,for ſingy. 
laritie ; the latter till, by being more obſeruable, ſeeking to burie theremem- 
brance of the former. 

It ſeemed that thoſe two were not retired from the battel, but that the battell 
was transferred where they were. The cie might wel haue taken them to be two: 
but theeare would neuer haue beene perſ[waded,that ſo mightie ſounds could be 
ſent but from the weapons of a number: the enuironing windowes with a ſad ſo- 
litarineſſe ſeemed to bewaile their want of eyes, which defrauded them the en- 
tertainment of that deleable terror and tranſporting ſport. | 

Annaxius more angry with himſelfe,then with his cnemic,that he ſhon!d bee 
ſo long in vanquiſhing,where (when vitorious)he would be bur aſhamed of the 
vitorie, all his atiue powers being highly bended both by choller and courage, 
he thus diſcharged his tongue : W hat ſpightfull god,icalous of my greatneſle, or 
enuying my glory, hath ſent this Diucll in a womans ſhape (as a clowd for Iuss 
to 1xion) tomocke me? But all this is one : though thou be a Diuel in a woman, 
or all the Diuels in one Diucll,I ſweare by this blow;I will beat thec hence to the 
Hels, to the cternall terrour of all thedarke Region: and with that lighted on 
Zelmane with ſuch a hugh force, that all ſhee could procure by the mediationof 
one of her ſwords was, that what was intended wholly at her head, by the wry. 
ing of her body, did but wound heralittle on the ſhoulder. T his was fo far from 
diſmaying her, that it did confirme (increaſe it could not) her telolution alrea- 
dieata height : Yea though not more courage, ſhe pretended more furic,compal- 


fing him about to ſpie adugntages: and ofrgiuing him faincd alarmcs,as bragging | 


to make a breach in his breſt, aduanced her right-hand ſword, which Aznaxiue 
beat downe, and withall encroached to vſurpe a roome in her right ſide; but 
Zelmane ſuddenly inclining to the left, gaue him a flat blow with that hands 
ſword, which returned back clad with the ſpoiles of that part ofthe body which 
it had forced, | 

Both thus bcing already allied by bloud, yet did ſtrive for amore tri affini- 
tie : wounds(in regard of their frequencie) being no more reſpe&ed,then blowes 
were before. T hough they met in diners colours , now both were clad inone 
livery, as moſt ſuteable totheir preſent eſtate: being both ſeruants to one Maſter, 
and rivalsin preferment. Neither could ſhowres of bloud quench the windes of 
their wrath , which did blow it forth in great abundance : till faintneſſe would 
have faine perſwaded both that they were mortall ; and though neither of them 
by another, yet both ouercomeable by death. T hen deſpaire came to re-inforce 
the fight, ioyning with courage, not as a companion, but as a ſeruant: for courage 
never grew deſperate, but deſpaire grew couragious; both being reſolued, ifnot 
conquering, noneof them ſhould ſuruiue the others conqueſt, nor owe trophee 
but to death, | The 
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Thegreateſtgrietc of the one, was to die by a woman; and of the other,to dic 
232 woman:both in reſpe of her apparrel,&{as ſhe thoughr)aRion;being mat- 
ched by one man, who had ore-matched multitudes of men. Ar Jalt the great 
ſtorme of blowes being pat, ſhe reſted one of her ſwords on the cearth,cither tor- 
ced by faintnes;or intending art, oftering a thruſt with the other : which Annaxi- 
ws percetuing, did ſpeedily repel; and with that(gathcring his diftrefſed ſtrength 
together, as ready ro remoue, but firſt bent ro giue a gallant farewell)ranne tor- 
ward with ſuch a violcnt violence on Zelmare (nought being able to reſiſt his vn- 
reſiſtable force) that ſhe preſently interpoling her repoſed ſword, though it ran 
him thorow the hcart (or rather hee his heart vpon it) it could not hinder hiny 
from running herthrongh the body, and both to the carth, a braue flaſh of a 
dying light ! a mightic thunder of a quenched lightning! Thus did he overthrow 
his overthrower ; not falling till none was able to ſtand beforc him: whileſt, 
though he were vanquiſhed , none could vaunt of the vitorie, His breſt fell a- 
boue the hand with the {word, as if he would necdes dic embracing it, eucn after 
death adoring that Idoll of his life ; and his dead weight firiuing with Zelmanes 
weake life, whileſt ſhe ſtruggled toriſc, did break the ſword,a part remaining vn- 
der him, and the reſt within her : thus hard it wasto force Annaxivs, though he 
was dead, and impofhible while heliucd. 

Zelmane after hcr riſing, did draw the other ſword out of him ; as bent to re- 
turne not intereſted in any thing. She was ſtepping forward with a ſword in cues» 
rie hand, and apart of one in her breſt : Arrophie of vioric, yet a badge of rus- 
inc ; neuer better weaponed, neuer more vnhit for fighting ; when lo, all the fol- 
lowers of A7zaxim, diſcomforted by his abſence, but more by the black Knights 
preſence, Armagines having his death honoured by his hand, thereſt were quick» 
ly diſcomfited, and (deſpairing to ſaue the Caſtle) ſoughtto ſaue themſelues, 

Theblacke Knight commitred the following of their flight co others,as a dan= 
gerleſſe ation, and therefore not worthy of him,then fearing that elſewhere for 
another,which he could no more finde there for himſ{elfe : He went by thedire- 
Rion of his cyes, and the information of his cares, to ſecke out the tworetired 
Champions, when ſuddenly hee encountred his other-ſelfe , marching like Pallas 
jrom the Giants overthrow. 

As ſoone as the eyes of Prrocles, no, his ſoule, was raviſhed with the ſight of 
UMuſiaorus, it having infuſcd a freſh vigour in his feeble members, and that Phy- 
ſicke applyed to his minde, triumphing over the infirmitic of his body, hee 
threw away his ſwords (oncly conquerable by kindneſle) and pnlled out that 
which was in his body , that nothing might hinder him from embracing the I- 


- mage of his ſoule, which refle&ed his owne thoughts, Their ſoules by a divine 


ſympathie did firſt ioyne, preuenting theelementall maſſes of the bodies: but 
ab, whileft they were claſped in others armes (like two graffes graffcd in one 
ſtocke) the high tide of oucr-flowing afteftion reſtraining their tongues with a- 
ſtoniſhment, as vnable tocxpreſſe an vnexpretlable paſſion. 
Pirocles weakned with loſſe of bloud (the effeAs of hate) and in that weake- 
neſſe ſurcharged with kindnefſe, the fruits of love ; not able to abide the inter- 
choaking of ſuch extremities: T hepalcneſle of his face witneſſed the parting of 
his ſpirits : ſo that not able to ſtand, Mu/idorms was forced to fall with him,or clſe 
would not ſtand after him. And at the ſuddennes of this vnexpeRed aduenture, 
or ychemently reſpeAable miſadyenture : like one, who vnawares ſlipping from! 
a greas 
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2 great height, is choaked betwixtthe height and the lowneſle, erche can conſi- 
der, cither whence he fell,or where he falls. Being throwne from the top of con- 
rearment, to be drowned in the depths of miſery, hee had his reaſonable parts fo 
haſtily overwhelmed with confuſion, that he remained dead aliue, as the other 
was liuing in death. Atlaſtre-aſſembling his confounded ſenſes from the rockes 
of ruine, gricte had gathered ſo much firengrh through weakneſle,as toattempe 
an impoſhbilitic in manifeſting it ſelfe. 

O what a monſter of miſerie am I? Euen when moſt fortunate, moſt inforty. 
nate; who neuer had alightning ofcomfort, but that it was ſuddenly followed 
with athunder of confuſion, T wice. was my felicitic by land (that it might bee 
waſhed for cucr away) madea prey tothe inexorable waucs, whileſt the relene- 
ing deſtinics pittying the rigour oftheir own decrees, to preuent their threatned 
efte&ts, wouldhaue drowned mein (reſpeQting the Ocean of ſorrow prepared to 
ſwallow mc) that little drop of the Sea. And O thrice happy I, If I had periſhed 
whileſt I was alrogether vnhappy : then, whena dejeRed Shepheard, offenſine 
to the perfeion of the world, I could hardly (being oppreſſed by contempt) 
make my ſelfe worthy to be diſdained: diſdaine to thedeſpiſcd, being adegreeof 
grace.O would to God that I had diedobſcurely.whileſt my lite might ſtil hays 
lined famous with others, and my death haue dyed with my ſelfe; whileſt my 
not being known, might hauc kept my diſhonor vnknown, euen then when mar. 
ched, matched by one,& inthe preſence of many fighting for one, who was more 
dcareto methen all the world. Ah me moſt miſcrable,in not being more mile. 
rable. Sucha peſtilentious influence poyloned thetime of my nativitie, that] 
haue had a ſparke of happineſle,to cleere me the way to deſtruRion.I was carri- 
cd high,to bce fit for a precipice: and that from that height I might behold, how 
lowthedungeons were wherein I wasto fall. Euen now I was ſo tarre from feare; 
as I was higher then hope, being in imagination Maſter ofall my wiſhes:yer atan 
inſtant,asif all chatcould beinflicted on my ſelfe, was not ſufficient ro afHli me; 
being armed with reſolution, both to brauc the terrors ofdeath,and to contemne 
the flatteries of life, Tam tormented in another , whoſe ſufferings could onely 
make metenderly ſenſible, And with that, forrow,as it were ſorry to be interrup- 
ted by vtterance,did damme itſelfe vp to ſwel higher,feeding on the contempla- 
tion of it ſelfe within 5 where, vvhen abſolute tyrant ofthe bref, it mightrather 
burſt him, then burſt our. 

T hen he vvas lying downe ſenſelefly on his ſenſeleſle friend, asin all eſtates 
ftriuing to be ſtill like him,vvhen lo, be fclt his breſt beate,and thereafter ſaw his 
vnclowded eyes vveakly ſtrive to ſhine againe; thus firſt re-faluting the light, 0 


vvhercam I ? Mu/idoris replied : With him vvhois haſting to die vvith you. No, 


ſaid he, Thaue baſted rolive vvith you. Death or lite, ſaid Xu/idorws; either of 
them muſt ioyne vs, but neither of them is able ropart vs. With that ?rrecles 
vveakly riſing,entruſſed his feet vvith their owne burden: but Mu/idorws,icalous 
of the carriage of ſo precious atreaſure,vvould ncedes aide them vvith his arme; 

his ftrength ſirengrhning Pirocles,and the vvcakneſle of Piroclesvveakening him. 
Thus whileſt(guided by one whovvas acquainted with the Caſtle)they were 
ſeeking outaroome,vvhere Pirocles repoling, might cauſe take a trial ofthe eftate 
of his body, &repaire the bloudy breaches of the late batterie, it being , though 
euill fortified, yet vvell defended: Asthey vvere vvalking alongft a Gallerie,they 
heard froma Chamber neighbouring the fide of it,a dolorous ſound, but ſo _ 
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pity deliucred with a diſordered conuoy,that choaked with ſobbes, elſe drowhed 
with tcares, the paine of the bearer had ſo ſpoylcd the birth, that itcould not be 
known: yeta ſecret ſimpathy,by an vnexprefſeable working,did more wound the 
minde of Pirocles,then it was wounded by allthe wounds of the body; hee pitty- 
ing the complaint, though not knowing trom whom, nor for what. O how the 
ſoule, apt for al impreſſions tranſcending reaſon,can comprehend vn-apprehenſi- 
blethings! this was the Jamentation oft the lamentable Pz1loclea, 

T he Ladies,afrer the departurc of Zelmane,by the inundation in their cares of 
horrible ſounds, were violently inuited to come tearctully to a window,oucrloo- 


king the Court, where they beheld the bloudy effe&ts of that whereof they were 


the innocent cauſes. At firlt the Lillies of their checkes, oucrgrowing the Ro 
ſes, palenefſe had aimoſt difplaced beauttie; had not beautic beene ſo powerfull as 
ro make paleneſſe brautitull : yer thereafter trauelled memorie inſtructed their 
iudgement, that miſery bcingar a height, could not but of force either worke 
the endotir ſelfe, or a begtnning of comfort, and they could expe no worle e= 
ſtare then thatin which they were, 

Pamela would faine haue flattered her ſelfe, ro rhinke that it was UMuſiaorus 
come to dcliuer her: but ſhe had rather have remaincd ſtill captive, then ro haue 
drawn him to ſuch a danger for her deliverie: and having once apprehended thar 
he was there, neucr a blow wasgiuen but ſhee was wounded with it, being cuer 
ſorric for the ouerthrowne, ncuer glad for the onerthrower; either pittic prevai= 


ling withthertenderneſſe ot herlex, or becauſe ſhe knew no danger could come 


by oucrcomming. | 

As for Philociea,the, who through the gentlenes of her own nature,would hane 
ſmarted for any other, who had beene in danger : when ſheremembred the ha-> 
zard of her treaſure Zelmare, who (as ſhee knew) did not vie to be an idle ſpea- 
tourof (o carneſtagame, a multitude of thoughts did paint feare in her face, and 
engraue grietc in her boſome. Whileſt they continued thus, Pamelain vaine tri- 
uing co match maieſtie with affeftion, ſtood witha diftrated ſtarelineſle, & with 


a ſtately aſtoniſhment, where griefeand feare in Philecleamadecatily aconſortin 


ſorrow, with wateric cycs(like the Sunne ſhining ina ſhowre) weakly clearing a 
clowdie countenance : when ſuddenly they heard one cry, {incethe Caſtle was 
won, to ferthe Ladies at libertie: but they who were well acquainted both with 
the frownes & ſmiles of fortune,as they had ever triumphed over the one, would 
not ſuffer themſeluesto be Jed captives by the other ; ncither could thisaccom- 
pliſh their contentment, till they had the Lords of that pleaſant bondage, which 
they did value more then vn-uaiuablelibertie; the conſtrained captivirie of the 
bodice having nothing diminiſhed the voluntarie thraldome of the inde. 

But ah ! this ſmooth calme came onely ro make them the more {cnlible ofthe 
ſucceeding danger, which the breath of one from below (roring forth the death 
of Zelmane)did thunder vp vpon them. Pamela (like a Rocke amidſt the ſea, bea- 
ten both with the windes and the wanes, yetir ſelte immoueable)did receiue this 
rigorous charge with a conſtant (though ſad) countenance, and with fixed eyes, 
witneſting the mouing of her minde: yet neither vttering word nor teare, as diſ- 
dayning to imploy their weakneſle in ſogreat agriefe. Such might have been the 
geſture of Vzobe, hearing the newes of her childrens death, ereſhe was meramor- 
pboſcd into a ſtone;like one(maieſtie triumphing oucr miſery) who would rather 
burſt ſtrongly within, then bedisburdned by burfting out in an abic& manner. 
Bur 
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But ah me, the confounded Philocles, who being the weaker, had received the 
ſharpeſt aſſaulr, (an affeQtionare furie torcing trom her an abſolute paſhon,which 
2a dutifull kindneſſe, through compatſhon,onely prouoked in her Siſter) ſhe ſmo. 
thered with ſo monſtrousa weight,did {inke downe vnder it to the earth, 

This made Pamela forget her other griete without any comfort: transferring 
ber paſſions, from her friend, to her more then friendly lifter, for whom the ſaw 
at that time her ation would be more ſerviceable ; wherwith the broughther to 
her ſelfe, and ſhe her ſelfe ro ſorrow. At firit, therongue and the eyes being too 
feeble inſtruments for ſo violent a paſhon,ſhe vicd her hands; beating that bref 
which the moſt barbarous creature elſe in the world could not have done: offc- 
ring thoſe torne hayrcsas oblations to him after death, which had beene the de. 
lights of his life; and deforming that face, the regiſter of Natures wonders, con- 
firmed by the admiration ot men. Which when Pamela (of a Patient, become a 
Phylician) ſoughtto hinder, (hee thus ſaid, Alas, ſiſter, you doe notknow what 
4 treaſure | have loſt,eucn a treaſure more worth then all the world was worthy 
toenioy. Ah pardon me thou, whom cuen death is not able to kill in my ſoule: 

ardon me, who haue cuer concealed thy fecret,now to diſcouer mine owne. For 
while my life laſts ({hort may it bee,and long it ſhall not be) I will ſhew toall rhe 
. vyorld that, which, whileſt thou lived, I would have bin aſhamed to hauc ſhowne 
to thy ſelfe; even thy perfection, and mine afteftion. Neither doe ] regard how 
the conceits of others cenſure my carriage in thiszfor there is no eyenow, where- 
in Ideſire to appeare precious;norno opinion, whereof I crave to makea pur- 
chaſe:death may end my life, but not my loue, which(as it is infinite) muſt be ime 
mortall, I would gladly vie meancs to diſpatch this miſerable life : but it werea 
ſhame for mee, if, after ſo great adiſaſter, ſorrow onely were not ſufficient to kill 
mee. And with that bcautie in the heauen of her face /two Sunnes eclipſed) be- 
ing wrapped vp in paleneſle, ſhe fell downe groucling on theground. 

Pirocles imagining wbatreport might be made, and not doubting what effe& 
it would worke, bent to furniſh phylicke for her minde, erche ſought any forhis 
ownebodie, came in at the doore : whom Pamela (herarmes and her tongueri- 
vals in kindneſſe) imbracing, ſaid, Never more welcome, though eucr welcome, 
Aelmane ; thou who art cucr victorious, baſt thou likewiſe brought thy ſelfe a- 
waya trophee from death ? Sweet Ladies (replied ſhe) who would faint to fight 
for ſuch diuine creaturesas youare? and who could have force to fight againſt 

ou? | 
ff Philoclea,who at the firſt, either dv] through exceſhue dolor, did not conceiue 
her ſiſters words;or elſe ſuſpeRing(as ſhe rhought)ber impoſhble deſire to pleaſe 
her/all being doubtfull to rruſt what they doe extremely affet) did miſcon- 
ceiue her meaning. She was rayſing her eyes ro examine her cares : bur the moſt 
traſtic of her ſenſes preucnting both, by a palpable proofe, gaue heran abſolute 
aſſurance; ſo that ere ſhe could thinke Zelmane was at all to be imbraced, finding 
her ſelfe imbraced by Zelmane, ſhe was lifted vp to a heauen of ioy, as before ſhe 
had beene ſunke downe ina hell of griete; never abſolutely her owne; but either 
rauiſhed orruined. Spying the bloud on Zelmanes garment, not knowing whe- 
ther her owne, or her enemies,ſhe grew pale : and then looking on her Sifter,ſhe 
bluſhed ; ſuſpeRing that ſhce ſuſpected the cauſe of herpaleneſſe (conferring it 
with her former plaints) to be more then a friendly kindneſſe, But Zelmene, fea- 
ring what might be the cffes of her teare,ſaid,thar ſhe expeRed a cogratularion 
Oz 
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of her viRorie, and nota condoling of paſſed danger ; which was acquited with 

the ſpecchleſſe anſwer of an affeQtionante looke; anda pallionate preliing of her 
hand. 

T hen Pamelz,inquiring the perilous courſe of her {hort progreſſe ; thee told, 
how fortiticd with their tortune (truſting more toic than to her owne valour) 
which like their beautie could nor bur preuaile, ſhe had firli farally ouerthrowne 
therwo brethren of Amnaxiwus ; and thereafter fighting with himlſelfe, it was her 
chance (God (trengthning her weakeneiſeto puniſh his vniuſtice) ro kill him, 
ſhce could nor ſay ouercome him : no, ſhee was not aſhamed ro afirme, thar; 
though he was killed, ſhe thought him not ouercome, lecing he died both in 0- 
pinion,and inaRion of viorie ; death preventing the knowledge of his laſt ſuc-, 
celſe. Ararc happineſle : his life, and fortune havivg both one bounds. 

Both highly praiſing her valour,admiring her modeſtic,and glad of their own 
dcliuerie, whereof they thought her the author (thoughts ſtring to expreſſe 
themſclucs the more powertully without words)they were acknowledging the 
{ame with a gratcfull countenance, and kindly afteting lookes, when Ze/mane 
(nor complementally hunring that which ſhe fled, but like one who wirb aglaſle 
refletsthe force of the Sunne on another) carneſtly proteſted, that ſhee would 
be loth to vſurpe that which was due to another ſpecially in the owners pre- 
ſence. And turning towardsthe blackeKnighr (who all the time ſtood afide as 
her attender, rhough armed, trembling for fcarc of one vnarmed, who vnarmed 
would nor haue been ſoatraidofan Armie in armes) (he trecly afhrmed, T here 
isthe deliuerer of vsall : from whom weereceiue our hbertic ; to whom wee 
owe our {e]ues, fince rhat which makes vs our ſelnes. 

Then the blacke Knight, inuited by the willing countenanceof the Princefſe 
(abaling his helmet)aduanced (more tearetully then ro a battell) to kiſſe her 
hand: when Zelmazecourteoully retired Philocleaa little diſtance from thence ; 
asglad roconferre with her,asto giue her friend occaſion to conferre with Pame- 
i. \Who preſently(whilcſt theroſes of his lippes made a flowre ofaftetion with 
the Lillics ofher hands)knowing her owne Yorw: : atthe ſuddenneſle of the al- 
ſaulr, the mouing of her mind was berraicd by che changes of her countenance; 
the bloud of her face cbbing and flowing according to the tide of afteion. Yet 
borrowing a maske from hare, wherewith ro hide lone; thee thus charged him; 
whoalreadic had ycelded. Howdurft you preſumero preſent your ſeltein my 
preſence,being diſcharged ir,whe you deſerued the vttermoſt thatreaſon could 
deviſe,or furic execute ? Harh my deiected eftare cmboldned you to exalt your 
ſelfe againft me? Then be, gathering courage from the extremitic of deſpaire, 
thuscleared hisintention. T rue it is, Ladie,ot my lite;and {hall beeof my death. 
I was worthy then to have been baniſhed from the worid. But what of a world 
of worlds?I was baniſhed from your fight: and which js worlt of all,defernedly. 
Neither come I now of contempr, but only to teſtifie my obedience; which 0+ 
therwiſe atthis time might haue bcene conſtrued ro cowardice. Such aloueas 
mine, wedded to yertue,can never be ſo adulterared by any accident,no,nor yet 
rauiſhed by paſfion,as to bring forth a baftard-diſobedience, whercof{my very 
conſciencenor being able toaccule my thoughts)I come rocleare my ſelfe. Bur 
now having performed all that was within the compaſſe ofmy power; apartof 
my blond witneſſing my affetion, which I wiſh were confirmed by the reſt: you 


may ſee(direrefſe ofmydeſtiny)thatno forcecan force meto any _—_ 
by clle 
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teſſe from your ſight; ſaue onely your owne will, which is vnito mea law,yea an 
Oracle, And now when you cc I doc itnot for feare of others, but only our of 
areucrenceto you: if not for your ſatisfaftion, yet forniy puniſhment,fo to per- 
ſecute him whom you hatc;] will goe waſte the remnant of my wretched dates 
in ſome remote Wilderneſſc,as not worthy to be ſeene of any, ſince odious in 
your ſight: having (I hope) by many proofes preuailed thus much with your 
opinion, T hatafter my death you will thinkethere was ſome worth in mce; 
though not worthy of your love. When he,full of humble afte&ion, was rety- 
ring himſelfe with a courteſie as low as his thoughts: ſhe,thinking cnough done 
ro tric him,yet without ſceming to truſt him, waileſt (rhovgh guiltic of grictc) 
her countenance could accuſe her cf nocarc, (as out of a freſh remembrance) 
ſaid,that ſhe would not haue Dametas to loſe a ſernznt, nor Mopſa a ſutcr, by 
her meanes; and,it he would needs returne toward the Lodges,that he ſhould 
firſt expe&t ſome employment homeward from hcr. Then he(as one who falne 
in the bottome of ſome deepe water, comming to floot aboue, in ſizht of land, 
recejiueth ſome comfort,though ſtillin danger) began to rc-aſſemble his dil- 
perſed ſpirits againe, looking more checrefully.But cre his thoughts/cuecry one 
of them ore-flowing another) could ſettle themſc]ues: ſhe (preventing the vio- 
lence of ſo ſudden acbange) didcall to her Siſter ; by acculing, exculing theirin- 
diſcretion,in holding thoſe two ſo long by talking with them, from looking to 
themſelues. Which Phzloclea allowed ; trembling with an carneſt feare, to know 
in whatcſtate Zelmazxe ſtood, | 
T hey two iniuried by this courtef{ie, with an vnwilling obedicnceacceptcd of 
it ; more reſpeRing the pleaſurc otothers,then their owne neceſhitic. Pamela,as 
only affecting Zelmaye, offered her eitherall,or a part ottheirchamber:and ſhe 
(her tongue rebelling againſt her heart) rctuſed whar ſhe deſired ; pretending a 
lothneſſe totrouble them. Then the liſters offered to accompany them : but 
after they had a whilc colored true kindneſle with ordinary complements, Zet- 
2ane preuailed againſt her ſclfe, to goeaccompanied as ſhe came; yer both look- 
ing as if they would hauclefr their cies behind them,as well as their hearts. As 
 ſooneas they were by themſclucsin a chamber,Zetmane diſapparclling her ſelf, 
the blacke Knight,though better skilled in giving then curing of wounds, yer 
lately experienced by palling the like danger, he would needs prove a Surgeon : 
and after he had purchaſed things neceſſaric,hauing conſidered his wounds, hce 
found none, ſaue the laſt that wentthrough the body, dangerous ; and ir not 
deadly. T hereafter melting their mindes in diſcourſes, either of them kad bis 
owne contentment doubled by hearing of the others. 

T hen the blacke Knight taking leaue for a while, locking the doore behinde 
him, went downe to the Court, to tric ifany ſparke of the late fire remained as 
yettoquench, For after the oppolite party,as if their armes were not ſufficient 
toarme them, vnleflethe armes were armed with walls, ranneto fortifte them- 
ſelnes within houſes, which had no ſtrength ſave that which men were to afford 
them : He, who thought his own good fortune no better then a misfortune, till 
hewas aſſurcd that bis friend had thelike,recommendingtheremnantofthe ad- 
uerſaries ruines to his two companions, had gone to learne if he were alike bap- 
pic inall places: and they {feare freezing the courage, and diſſolving the hearts 
of their ſcattered enemics) found quickly more throwing theEſclues weaponles = 
at their feet, then they could haue leiſure ſeuerally toraiſe; ſo that they were 
more 
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more wearie (though more contented) with pardoning, then they had beene 
with puniſhing. 

Some more craftic, or more fearcfull, cryed out at the windowes, that they 
would render vpon ſecuritie of pardon. But they, ſcorning to capitulate with fu- 
gitiues,who would not haue done it with them when tighters:and diſdaining al 
that by the moſt large conſtruRion could be wreſted tocompulſion;they would 
not equall them with choſe who were alreadie humbled,till they ſubmitted ina 
more ſubmiſſe manner,depending only on their free diſpoſition. Which they 
(cither truſting tothe vertue of others,or miftruſting their owne)baving done: 
the Knight of the Sheepe was conſtrained (his wound bleeding in great aboun- 
dance,which being made by an impoyloned Dart, had inflamed all his body)to 
retire, The other, hauing received the keyes of the gate, committed the chiefe 
Captiues to Keepers,till the black Knights comming : who preſently thereafter 
exaRing what conditions he pleaſed, did enlarge them all, T hen Sentinels were 
ſcronthe wall, and a companie appointed to watch all night : when ſuddenly 
onecame from their third friend,todelirethem tocome and taketheir lait fare- 
well ofhim : a requeſt wondertully gricuing them, yer quickly granted;yca,per- 


formed, ere anſwered. 
Being mct,and all others retired, he with theſe words deeply wounded their 


ſoules. Deare friends, whom I may ivftly call fo, though none of vs as yet doth 
know another ; I ſee | haue ated my part,and the Curtaine muſt quickely bee 
drawne.Death,the only period ofall reſpe&ts, doth diſpence with a free ſpeech. 
Ara Tilting in Iberia (where I was borne) dedicated to the memorie of the 
Queene _ndromanes marriage : a nouicein armes (amongſt others) Iranne in a 
Paltoral ſhew againſt the Corinthian Knights,whom the ſucceſſe had preferred 
in the opinion of the beholders ; till the worthily-admirable Princes, Mu/idorws 
and Pirocles,drawne forth by the yong Prince Palledims,brought backe the repu- 
ration to our partic,and there did ſuch things as might haue honoured ears, if 
he had bin in any oftheir places;and madeeither of them worthy of his. T her- 
after being drawne away from that country by an accident, the report whereof 
crauesa longer time, 8a ſtronzer breath then the heavens are like to aftord me- 
theirglorie, tyrannizing oucr my reſt, did kindle ſuth flames in my boſome,thar 
burning with a generous ardour,[ did reſolue,leauing mine own countrie,rotry 
my fortune, whcre I mighteither liue famous,ordic vaknowne; vowing withall 
to trauell, tillthoſe Princes were cither the Subict or witneJes of my valour. 
Whar paſſed in my way I pafſe : perchance others may remember. Arlaſt, inui- 
ted by fame, Icame to this farall Countrie, the band ofmy heart was, and now 
muſt be of my body: where firftcarried with curioſity,the feucr of youth, I went 
tothe Arcadian Paſtoralls for my recreation; bur found the rvine of my reſt, 
There, blinded with bcholding, &tormented with delight, my carneſt eics ſur- 
feited ontheexcellecies ofthe patterneof perfeion,the quinteſſence of worth, 
eucn the moſt divinely diuine Philecles. Ah too adventurous eyes ! Neither 
could this content them, butthey would needs offer vp herpiureonthealtar 
of my heart; where, by my thoughts,theirchoice might beallowed, yeaandido- 
latrouſly advanced. For they, ſcorning the ſimple rudeneſſe oftheeyes, calily 
defrauded of their too forwardly affe&ed obieR; would ſecurely entreaſureitin 
amore precions Place ; ſinking itin the ſonle for ever. For atime, ſuffered as a 


firanger,and a Shepheard z knowne,(as you know) by the name of Philifides,a- 
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mongft the reſt I had the meanes to poure forth my plaints before her; but ne- 
uer £9 her,and(though orc-thrown not rendred) Thad conciuded neuer to haue 
throwne the Dice berwixt hope and deſpatire, fo betraying my eſtate ro the ty- 
rannie of anothers will. No, I was reſolued the {hould never know her power in 
me,tiil had known her mind of me:lothar if the would not raiſe me,the ſhould 
not haue meancsto inſult oucr me. Thuzif I had not procured pittic, I ſhould 
not haue expoſed my elte ro Ciſdaine. 

In the haughtineſſe of my heart (thinking nothing impoſhble) I gurſt pro- 
miſe my ſelfe,thar (my decdes having purchaſed reputation) with words, wor. 
thy of reſpe&, I might venter the proceſſe of my afteRion. In the meane time 
ioyned ioytully with youin thisJate warre now ended : though profefling a ge- 
_ nerall deſire of glory, yetfora particular cnd ; and happie end, ſince I cnd tor 
her.Bur lince, whileit I lived, had not the meanes (as I wiſhed) to content her, 
I craue not, by the knowledge of this, after death to diſcontent her. Ir ſhall (a- 
tisfie me that [ die before my hopes: and [he cannot gricue forthe loſſe of thar 
which ſhe never knew to be hers 

With this, the other ſliding apart to beare and buric his ſorrow privately,the 
blackeKnight weeping imbraced him in his armes, and told him what hee was: 
ſaying, he was glad that his vow was performed; he being a benefitcd witneſle, 
not the endangered ſubie of his valour. T hencontentment, budding forth in 
his countenance, flouriſhed in a ſmile : and having kiſſed his friends, deſiring to 
linc intheir memorie, wiſhed them as contented liues,as his was a death. Hedied 
as ioyfully as he lefrthem ſorrowfull, who had knowne him a mirrour of cou- 
rage,and courteſie, of learning and armes; ſo that it ſeemed, that Mars þad be- 
gotten him vp on one of the Muſes. 

Muſidorus,cxceedingly ſorrowful forthis irreparable loſſe, was yet more ſor- 
rowfull when he remembred himſelfc to be in danger of a greater : and recom- 
mending the dire&ion of all below to the Knight of the Pole, he went himlſelfe 
vpto vilithis Patient; whom he found, though lying,not reſting, & though not 
{lcepingy et dreaming. As ſoone as he heard Huſiderus , ſtarting as one wake- 
ncd outofaſlumber,helooked on his face (grieucd to ſee the imprefhon of griefe 
in it, he not knowing the cauſe) with an inquiſitive amazement. But the other 
(preventingthat threatned rempeſt)did blow away the clouds that were gathe- 
ring in his countenance; telling him, That hee hadno intereſt in the anguiſh, 
which then did affli him. Whart,ſaid Pirocles, (being paſſionately moned) can 
Muſidorus have any thing wherin I haue no intereſt ? I(faid he)and for the pre- 
ſcnta greater wonder ! my griefe may breed you ioy, I having loſt a friend, and 
you a Riuall. Then he began to diſcourſe vnto him what was paſſed, And be- 
ſide that, which was iuſtly deſerued, pittic adorning praiſe, and praiſe avugmen- 
ting pittie; a generous pathon ſoconquered the vn-conquerable Pirocles,that he 
lameted him dead, whom he had not known; no,nor would never hauc loued a- 
line,& vndoubtedly would have wiſhed him no better ſucceſſe then he had. Yea 
the very thing which before might hauc moſt diſcontented him, did then moſt 
content him; having his indgement confirmed by thelike,in one of ſuch worth. 

After that,layed down in one bed together (friend{hip making them free,and 
ſolitarines bold) whilſt their minds began to be deliuercd of all, wherwith they 
had along time trauelled,a maid came to the dore,ſent by thetwo fiſters,to viſit 
Zelmane:who hearing two,where ſhe expeRed but one,&the one by the maner 
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of his ſpeech likely robe a man; did preſently returne and reported to the La- 
dics,wao were lying together, that wherof her earcs had giuen her (ufficient aſ- 
ſurance, Ar which newes Pame/a, burning within, ſparkled forth theſe woidsto 
her Sitter: What wonder though ſtrangers, euer wandring, wander trom ail 
things,chiefly thoſe of our ſex:who being borne to be bounded within houles, 
when they cannot be bounded within Kingdomes ; how can they be bounded 
by modeltie? Yet though I hate thedeed:the reſpett of the docr, but more ot vs 
whoſe companie ſhe hath haunted (letther reproch, by the commentaric of 
Fame, be roo largely extended)bindes me to concealc her ſhame,thar wee bluth 
natar it. But we muſt either free our {clues from her : or the her ſelte from this 
{lander. 

Ot, bur,anſwered the cuer (and more now then ever) milde Philocles. Wee 
mult nor, ſiſter, ralhly condemne them, whom we haue otcentimes conſideratly 
approucd ; leſt the change be in our iudgement,and not in them. No doubt, be- 
cauſcof the indiſpolition ofher body,it was neceſlary that [he ſhould have ſome 
one toaccompanie her: perchance a woman miltaken;and ita man,who knows 
for what cnd ? She, who being ſound would acquaint her ſelfe with nonc,in this 
citate could not be acquainted with any. 

Itis ancaſie matter (replied Pamels) for one who can deceive, to difſemble: 
neither is chis a new acquaintance. Y ou might haue ſeene her vſe that Knight, 
who did comein with her, rather kindly then courtcouſly : a preceding friend- 
{hip oucrpaſling preſent reſpe&s. For where a great familiaritic is,no ceremoni- 
al dutie can be obſerued, T hen Phileclea hauing tound her,could bardly relirain 
the violence ofa iuſt laughter. As tor that which youathrme laft {aid ſhe)I can- 
not denieit:no,[ dare aſſure you,and aſſure your ſelt I will aſſurenothing with« 
out afſurance,that Knight is the man ofthe world, whom Zelmane moſi dearely 
loues; and yet I know, that neither would he offcr, nor ſhe ſuffer her honour to 
be wronged ,as you imagine. T his laft wound was too deepe for Pamela to ſpeak 
after it: ſo thatſhe abandoning her heart,to throw it ſe]fe of the rock of vnkind= 
neſſe, in danger to be drowned with her owne teares z was thus prevented by 
Philoclea. Deare (iſter(and if any word can expreſſe more dearcnefſe more deare 
then that)your vſing me not only as aſiſter, but asa friend in the higheſt degree 
oftruſt, would make meaſhamed to miſtruſt you,or that you ſhould be behol- 
den to any otherthen to me for my ſecret. So might my ſtrangeneſle iuſtifie 
your vnkindneſſe. T hough you fhould diſcouer and condemnethat,which [I 
know you will conceale, perchance approue, and further being, by my impar- 
ting of itto you, made of the partic, cre the report of others make you a Tudge; 
be bold, my tongue: for though my checkes blulh, yet they'couer you. Be not 
alhamed, nay,eucn glorie, totel| that Ze/maneisthe Prince Pirocles 3 he whom 
you haue heard ſooft (yer cuer to his honour) named: and, to Geligne him vn- 

to you more particularly,the friend of M»//dorws,oucr whom with him youare 

icalous : they lying in one bedde with no lefſe toue, then I rold you. Why hee 
goes diſguiſed with others, and why I am plainc with you, TI nced not tell : you 
may imagine. One God hath metamorphoſed both, the one ina Shepheard, 
the otherina Woman:and we oncly can reſtore them tothemſclues,and them- 
ſelues tothe world; thatthcy may grace it withthe glorie of their ationsas 
they were wont ro doc. 


T ben Philaclea,exchanging eſtates with her ſiſter (words arreſted by thoughts) 
- 
3 thee 
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the became ſad, and the other ioyfull : who thinking her ſelfe well reuenged of 
the pailcd ſcorne,and bauing a ſufhcient pledge ot hcr lifters {ecrecie, began to 
complaine of their fathers tiridt viing ot rhem,by ſurmizings ot his owne mind- 
ing ro marre their fortunes: ſo that where he ſhould reioyceat ſuch an occaſion 
(it comming to the knowledge thereof) he would nor faile to diſappoint ir, per. 
chance with the ruine of the Princes : which would nor only prouc a particular 
loſle for them, but (which ſhe lamented more)a general] loſlc tor all the worid; 
depriuing it of thole patterns of vertue,who inal their ations did bur paint our 
the height of perfeQion, and encourage others to follow their foot-ſteps in the 
way of worth. T hcrefore it behoued them to regard themſelues, and { riouſly 
ro conſidera matter of ſo great importance. T hen both b: ginningromulc; 
night d:dcalt the Nets of ſleep ouer their cies, yet could nor hinder their earncit 
tlioughts from proſecuting the coutſe of their owne tancies:for whar they were 
thinking when waking, they {till dreamed when ſiceping. 

But cre the Morning-ltarre began torctire (as giving placetoa greater light, 
whoſecomming, it, as a fore-runner, had only warned the worid to attend)borh 
awaked complaining of the nights length:and having with paſhonate diſcourſes 
worne away darkeneſle (as wearic of them) they atoſe and hatiuly apparell<d 
chemſclues,though not in a curious, yet inacomely manner. T hen with apre- 
tended charitie they would necdesgoe vilite the difcaſed patient z being them- 
ſelues impatient. A little before their comming, Haſzdorm: being gone to giue 
order for the burial of Phli/3des,and(at the earncit deſire of Prroctes)of Annaxins, 
whoſe valour now had che full praiſe, trom which his owne preſumption had 
derogated muck whileſt he lived: as they approched to his Chamber-doore, 
they heard Pirocles preparing his voice forthe convoy of a ſong, which they re- 
ſolucd not to interrupt zattending the letter which tollowed, 


More dangerom darts,then Death, Louethrowes I ſþic, 
IWho by experience? now know both their wonnts: 
Death pierc'd me all, yet could not make me die : 
Lowe with a thought me in effect confounds. | 
The power of Death, Art ſometime may reſtraine, 
where Lone (1 finde) can nener Phyſicke finde : 
Death oxely plagues the bodie but with paine, 
where Loue with pleaſure doth torment the minde : 
Death /lill to all alike none free doth leaue, 
IWhere partiall Lone ſhafts but at ſame doth ſend: 
Death with more mercie kils, than Loae d:th ſaue ; _ 
Deaths emd breeds reft, Lone neuer reſts ts end. 
Death doth emlarge, where Loue impriſons ſtill: 
Death, fore by fates ; Loue, wilinz!y doth killa

As ſoone as this ſong was ended, Pamela opened the doore, faluting him ſtill 
{foto diſguile her knowledge) by thename of Zelmane ; and asked in what c- 
ſtate ſhe was with her ſelfe; who returned this anſwere:How can I ſmart,having 
ſuch 4ngejsrogine mcecomtort ? or how can I teele painein their preſence, 
whole faces are Heauens of pleaſure? Since{(ſaid(Pawela)being only infortunate 
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by falling in our company, the hazard of your life hath procured our libertie, 
ſo that accidentally (though farre from our intention) we have buen thecaules 
ot all yourtrouble : how can weethinke of your paine but a: of our owne ? or 
haueany delight, while(t you reſt greeued ? Wonders of worth (faid Z/mane) 
T ſhall cuer, whileſt I liue, reckon for my higheſt happineſſe my being honoured 
by your company : and as for my trauclsin this,they are by the ſucccfle aboun- 
dantly rewarded; ſince I cou!d aſpire to no higher good, than I haue compaſ. 
fed, hauing purchaſed you any contentment. 

Whhilelt char paſhonate Zelmayne,withan animated feruencie,did incorporate 
her hand with P/zlocleas, whoſe ſpeaking lookes, how cuer ſomcume out of mo- 
deſtie obliquely mouing, had a continual reuolution about his face : the blacke 
Knights comming in,drew Pamela's ſpirits from her thoughrs to hercics. A Gen- 
tleman tollowed him,dire&ted from Ba/ſilizzs:who,atter his dutiedone ro the La- 
dics, hauing ſhewn them that their Father and Mother were in good healrh (in- 
uited by their inquiring attendance) told how the firſt, whom prodigall tame 
had breathed torth with newes, (baſted by himſelfe, as who carricd an accepta- 
ble meflage in hope of benefit or thankes)certificd the King how the Caltle was 
won,and his daughters dcliuered by the black Knight, who before had puta pe- 
riod tothe victories of 4»=p/hialus. Ar this, Pamela looking on Mn/idorus, bluth- 
ed: and he (chough by no geſture betraying his Toy) reioiced, not beczuſe hee 
heard himſc!fe praiſ. d,but becauſe ſhe heard him praiſed; and that 1npaxizns 
in a lingle combat was killed by Zelmane: ſhe not long overliving the viRorie. 

T heKing hearing this, who of his gracious nature would rathcr ſauce one fried 
then deltroy all his enemies, asif the deliuerie of his daughters had been a mat- 
tcr of ſmall moment,and a gaine toolight tocounterpoile ſo greata loſle ; did a- 
bandon his ſoule to the tyranny of ſorrow, cuen more then maieſticin a Prince, 
or ycrtue inaffl:Rion, in the ballances of reaſon, would haue allowed of ſuch 
weight, At this,Zelmanes [mile was accompanied with Phzlecleas. Bur when hee 
ſpake of Grnecias griefes ouergrowing the other, they grew pale : being atraid of 
the Fountaine from whetice her teares did flow, lcſt it ſhopld drowne them, 

Bur whileſt Ginecia (the Meſſenger infifted) as runne mad with anguiſh, in- 
cloſed in a Chamber,would ſuffer none rocome vnto her: all wondred,thar her 
children being ſafe;a Strangers death, or her Husbandsgriefte,could weaken the 
known ſtrength ofher minde ſo much. The next Meſſenger came,being the Jat- 
ter, and thereby the better informed, who ſugered the firft newes with the aſſu- 
rance of Zelmares latetie. T hen the Queene comming forth as after a great rem= 
peſt,theSky of her countenancecleared,looking brighter then before. T he King 
would haueccometimſelfe here in perſon : but he was perſwadedto ſend Phils- 
max with a number of choſen men to receive the Caſtle. & the Ladies, Etrſoones 
being curious to know who curcd Zelmane,wheir was told himthat the Knight 
who won the Caſtle wou!d truſt none with that ſaue himfelfe: he was forrie that 
one of his worth ſhould be purto ſuch trouble ; and would needs have an ordi- 

* nary Surgeon ſought out to vndertake the charge. Inthe mean time,theQueen 
came & brovghcout of a box a ſoucraigne balme, which ſhe hath ſent by me to 
be applicd to your wounds (faire Zelmane)nor doubting but they will quickly 
become ſonnd 1f herdirefion be obſerucd : which is onely, T hat you reſtand 
keepe your ſelte quict from company now,and by the way; til ſhe herſelfe may 


vſc other remedics. And for this effeR ſhe entrearts you (Miracles of Nature)her 
daughters 
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daughters to forbeare her companieduring this time: that your cxampie(whoſe 
auchoritic abuſed might embolden the indiſcretion of infertours)may be a Law 
for others: and ſhe aſlured me, that ſhe would by a ſecret ſpic learne how {ice 
were obeyed in this. Such a care hath ſhe ot this ſweet Ladies health, 

By the end of this com miſhon well did Ze/mane and Phzloclea know,at whom 
in particularthoſe general Intuntions did only aime. T his enioyned abſtinence 
did give Zelmaze a lurfet in ſorrow: who had rather haue continued [till infirme, 
then to haue recouered by lo cruclla Phylicke. And yet her miſerie was multi- 
plied when ſhe remembred thecauſe: whereofthis(in reſpe& of that which ſhe 
did expe) was a ſlender iſſuc,and bucalittle turic,ſent to afHiet her out of thar 
hell ot Gineceas breſt z into whoſe companie ſhe was ſhortly to enter. Now the 
black Knight, purpoling to depart betore Philanax arriued, brought tiis compa- 
nion the knight ofthe Pole(as a partner of his vitory)to kifſe the Ladies hands: 
extenuating his owne part, and pretfcrring his. T hoſe who hauetruc worth in 
themſclues, canneucr cnvie itin another. T hercafter adviling him privatly to 
havetheir little companic inreadincſſe, he went with an vncountericited reve- 
rence, humbling himſclfe before the Idoll of his foule to know her will: telling 
her that what he had done, being onel y done for her, he would attend thankes 
from no other: yeither would he be knownetill he might be knowne for hers : 
and the(her countenance rather lightning courtcſie then affetion) defired him 
to returne to his old Maitcr, and he ſhould bee reſtored to the eſtate which by 
his fault hee had before iultlyfortcited ; wifhing that he ſhould carrie himſe!te 
more moderatly thercaircr,it he would not incurre herindignation,and raze all 
regard of him out of her memorte. 

T hen Au/i4orws (as contented as one who had beene brought from Hell to 
Heauecn)with many vehement atteſtations to win truſt with her, and imprecati- 
ons againſt himſclfein caſe of periurie; wiſhed, it ever his minde were ſo vnhap- 
pie, asto be ſurpriſed by any purpoſetending in the leaſt degree ro gricue her, 
That he might ncuer livetill it tooke cfteR, bur die ere ir were diſcoucred. And 
(like a warie gameſter,who having once advantage, is loth to adventer againe) 
willing to ſeale vp his eares with the acceptable ſounds which they had recei- 
ved, he tookeleaue : leaving his heart with her, and taking hers with him. T hen 
went he towards Pzrocles (the toy of his heart ſhining thorow his face ) and ac- 
quainted him with his vnwillingabſenting himſclte: referring all further con- 
ference till their mecting at the Arbour. And having ina complementa!l man- 
nercraucd,but not deſired, imployment from Philoclea in any lervice : after the 
funcrals were performed, he marched with his Troupe away ; the moſt part 
thinking that he went ro mcet Philanax : whileſt Pamela from a window follow- 
ed with her cies, till clouds of duſt did burie their obic& inthe Aire. 

Soone after their departure from the Caſtle,about this time, Phlanax arrived: 
who immediatly after he had receiucd the Caſtle in the Kings name, ſought for 
the Knight; whoſe gitt(though not given by him)he cſtcemed it to be. For hee 

2ing generouſly tudicious,thought it fitter that Princes ſhould defray obligati- 
ons by rewards (cuery man being inferior to him to whom he ſtands indebred) 
then to be behind with any by being bcholding z and hearing that he was gone 
by publikeenqurrie for him, and praiſes of him, he witneſſed to the world how 
highly his valour was valued. After he had faluted the Princeiles, he viſited Zel- 
»:#e; and told hcr how carcfull his maſter was to have thoſe wounds cured, 
| which 
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which in tis fernice had brene procured, that tnercalter hee might otherwiſe 
exprelic his gratctulneſſc. Bur Zelmaze atarined, I hat though. that bloud 
which was ſhed, had beenc followed by ail thereit of her body: with the Kings 
formcr courtclies towards her, the deſcruing by the recompente was both pre- 
cceded and exceeded, T hen Philavax (loth to tiriuc with deeds in words) deii- 
red her; if her health might ſcrue, to prouide for her remouing with the reſt 
ro morrow : otherwiſe, that ſhould be done for her,which [hee her ſelfe would 
direct. | | 

Immediately after his departure Zelmane roſe: & hauingappareiled her ſelfe, 
began to walke, not ſo much to tric how {hce might comport with the inten- 
deJ iourncy,as that [hee might pretend any meanes which might attord hcrthe 
ſatisfaRtion of Phzlocleas preſence ; where ( violently carricd by her thoughts ) 
{ſhe came ſoone,burt not fo ſoone as ſhe wiſhed,and was wiſhed : where { Pamela 
aparr cntertayning her thovghts) ſhee thus cntred with Philocles. Dearc loue, 
Oh in whatan Occan of troubles doth our cſtate continually flote ! yet hath 
ncuer ſo much as attayned the fight of any ſecure Port. I ſeethat this freedome 
will but bring vs toa greater bondage : we are led from captiuitie, onely to be- 
comecaptives. For,where before thoſe ſenſelelle walls were thought ſufficient 
roguard vs, wee ſhall bee watched now, by one more icalons then uo, with 
morecyes then eucr Argus had. I would willingly conueigh you where I might 
enioy you, and you a Kingdome: butthis,my infirmitic firlt hindred; and the 
comming of ?hilanax hath altogether prevented, In the meanetime,till for per. 
forming of that, a longed-for occaſion come, I muſtarme my lelte againſt your 
Fathers folly, and your Mothers furic. T he one might eafily bedeluded z but 
the other cannot be reſiſted, but by a ſhew of yecelding,which I muſt cunningly 
counterfeit : and therefore truſt no externall ſhew; for who cucr haue my coun- 
tenance, you haue my heart. Philocleas words were, that ſhee cared not where 
| ſhe went, ſo it were with him, nor what ſhedid, ſo it were warranted by his di- 
re&ion, as bent rather to burne her breſt, then tolet it lodge any thoughe 
which durſt but doubt of the ſufficiencic of his intentions ; ſince, what cuer cir- 
cle they made, having alwayes for their cenrer the excellency of his owne 
worth. So parting, as if they had becne to goeto live in ſundrie Kingdomes, 
though going toliuc in one companie, Night inuited them to repoſe. 

The next morning,being ſaluted by the Trumpets ſounds, and all readie to 
remoue, they were quickly tranſported ouerthe Lake ; and as quickly ( when 
landed) mounted by the prouident care of Philanax, to finiſh their iourney. But 
ere they came two or three miles off the Lodges , Baſis met them : who im- 
braced his Daughters ; not that he would goe firſt to them, butthar hee would 
beelaft with Ze/mare, whom hee had kiſſed with his eyes, ere his lips were 
drawne from his Davghters. And as ſooneas he had ſhewen as much aftcfion, 
encountring her, as his ſtate before ſo many would permit : hee ſaid, that not- 
withſtanding her countenance was the treaſure in the World, whereof hee was 
moſt couetous, yet it grieucd him that another ſhould bee ſo happy as to have 
procured her libertie,rather then himſelfe; and that it was his purpoſc, as a pri- 
uate aduenturer, to haue maniteſted his afteQion, fighting as a Knight, notasa 
King, for herdeliucric. 


Zelmane replying, Thatithad been againſt all reaſon,that ſo great aPrince,on 
whom 
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whom the liues of ſo many did depend, ſhould haue beene hazarded for the life 
of one, whoſe fall could extend no further then her owneruine : your ruine 
(faid he)I wiſh that mine were firſt : for it could not but follow afrer. And doe 
not thinke that the blacke Enight,or any other durft doe more for you, then] : 
yet ſuch is the miſerable cſtate of vs kings, that we cannot proue men but are 
compelled to mooue in our owne Spheare. T he journies end cutting off their 
diſcourſe,Ginecie was waiting on their lighting : and having firſt (dutie tyranni- 
Zing oucr affeion)careleſly kifſed Pamela,dildaintully Philocdes, and vehement- 
ly Zelmane,thereafter enquiring of her wounds, ſhee was acquited with thankes 
for her Balme which ſhe ſent ; ſhe proteſting that if noother thing could helpe, 
ſhe would pull out her owne heart, when Baſilizs interrupred them, comming 
to hauclightned his heart, by burdening his bodie with his Miſtreſſes lighting. 

Dametas came ſtarting and leaping like a giddie Kidde to mcet with Pamels; 
and as ſooneas ſhee was lighted, for the firſt ſalutation, told her how much ſhee 
was beholding tohim, hauing ſhewne his man-hood and good will as much as 
the beſt fellow in thoſe bounds could haue done: ſwearing that hee had ventu- 
red more for her, then he would doe for all the world againe, and for his owne 
life too; I (quoth he) and when my man Dorws durit not bee ſcene, who was 
thought a brauc fellow. Yet he faineda buſineſlefarre from the noiſe of warre, 
to ſeeke ſheepe, but the truth is,to hide himſelfte, whileſt my deeds madeall our 
Armiclaugh for ioy : ſo that during all that time of trouble, which Itremble 
yet tothinke vpon, I neuer heard of him, till eucn now hee ſent mee word by 2 
Shepheard, whom he met on the way,that hee had found the Ewes, which had 
ſtraied with great difficultic ; and was driving them ar leiſure, for fearc they 
ſhould miſcarric. But when he comes, I promiſe I will make his cowardize bee 
knowne for leauing me, when I would faine have Icft my ſelfe for feare. O but 
(faid Pamela) you muſt not be oftended; Suppoſe every man bee nor fo ſtout 
as you are; though he be an euill ſouldier, hee may be agood Sepheard: and 1 
hope you kcepe him that he may keepe ſheepe ; not that he may kill men. Now 
in good faith( ſaid he) I ſee you are not changed: for you wereeuerwiſe, and fo 
doe you continue ſtill. I may well chide the fellow, but I will not beate him. 

Thenall entering the lodge with Be//lis, though the ſupper was readie, Gi- 
necis would dreſſe Zelmanes wounds firſt, and Baſilizs would ſee thera dreſled ; 
ſo by his deſpiſed importunateneſle reſtraining the torrent of Ginecias paſſions, 
which would but burſt forth more furiouſly thereafter. T bis freeing Zelmanes 
cares at that time, was but ſuch areliefe to her, as they find who expell poyſon 
by counterpoiſon ; being as wearie of him, as afraid ofthe other. 

Then fitting downe to the ſupper, more curious of afurfeit to their eyes, 
then for ſuſtenance tothe reſt oftheir body : the eyes of Buſiliws were cuer fee- 
ding on the face of Zelmane with a fearefull earneſtneſle, ſave ſometime when 
they were conſtrained toretire by the violence of his wiues lookes: thinking that 
they with a icalous anger had vpbraided his errour, which fhe (otherwiſe buſt- 
ed) had neuer ſo much as obſerued. The one of bereies was ſettled like a fixed 
ſtarre on Z-lmaxe: the other, like a wandring Comet threatning confuſion 
whereit ſhined, ſtaired betwixt Zelmere, and her daughter Philocles; watching 
and chaftiling with alooke her ſtolne Jookes. Zelmanes languiſhing lights made 
the Table cnuicd,whileſt her deiced lookes did onely bleſſeit ; as ſcorn ing - 
ooke 
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looke on zny, ſince ſhe might riot looke where ſhe liked, Philocles, chained by 1 
thoughts ro Zelmane, did imitate her being penſiue, becauſe ſhee was penſiue : : F; 
yet Iike acunning Painter, who, hauing fully fed his eyes with the affeed ob- ; 
ict, turnes backe within himſelfe, thar his imagination may engraucitthe 
more exaQtly within his memory,ſhe would ſometimes with a thecuiſhly ad- 
uentrouslooke ſpice Zelmanes geſture, that ſhe mightthe better counterfeititin 
her countenance. As for Pamela,ſhe kept her accuſtomed Maieſtic, being abſent 
where ſhe was, and preſent where ſhe wasnot. Then, the Supperbeing ended, 
aftcr ſome ambiguous ſpeeches, which might (for feare of being miſtaken) be 
taken in two ſenſes, or elſe were altogether eſtranged from the ſpeakers mindez 
ſpeaking as ina dreame, not what they thought, but what they would bee 
thought to think:euery onerctired to the Lodge where they had vſcd 
before to lie; Ba/ilius having firſt inuited them, the next mor- 
ning to ſeea Paſtoral] repreſented by the ordinarie 
Shepheards, to congratulate their 
proſperous returne; 
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
